end  wind  over  the  hill-tops  Harass  aia  tethsiad,  and 
eainris  are  eeoching  under  the  olive  tseea,  and  gay  tents 
are  pUeked  at  every  spring  and  along  the  brook-sides. 
The  spirit  at  strife  is  there,  and  the  wrath  of  man  is 
boay,  working  ont  the  rightsouaneae  of  God.  The  pe- 
titione  of  the  people  are  aset  with  contempt,  and  when 
after  the  three  days*  consnltation,  the  foolish  decision 
of  the  prince  is  annonnoed,  it  falls  upon  hoaru  ripe  for 
rebellion,  and  the  rocks  of  Ebal  and  Gerieim  echo  with 
die  shont,  “  To  your  tents,  O  Israel  1” 

Bot  that  for  which  this  valley  is  chioiy  remembered, 
is  that  an  obaeure  Gfolilean,  on  his  way  to  Cana,  resSid 
by  Jacob’s  well,  and  preached  to  a  Samaritan  woman. 

There  are  Samaritan  holy  places  upon  the  top  of  the 
mountain.  One  is  a  broad  rock,  on  which,  every  year, 
they  celebrate  the  paasover  by  saerifieing  seven  lambs 
without  blemirii;  the  stones  were  still  stained  by  the 
blood  when  we  erere  there.  Then  there  is,  in  another 
place,  a  range  of  huge  atones,  lying  probably  in  their 
Batoral  oedsr,  but  looking  net  unUka  a  structure  of  Cy¬ 
clopean  masonry.  This,  say  the  Samaritans,  le  the  ab 
lar  which  Joehua  “  built  unto  the  Lord  God,  as  Mosee, 
the  servant  of  the  Lord,  commanded— even  an  altar  at 
whole  atones,  over  which  no  man  hath  lifted  up  iron.” 
Our  Bibles  say,  indeed,  that  the  altar  was  built  upon 
Gbal,  but  this  the  Samaritans  charge  upon  the  Jews  as 
a  “notable  corruption,”  perpetrated  merely  to  bring 
their  worship  into  contempt. 

We  deeoended  the  mountain,  and  paid  another  visit 
to  the  wril  of  Jaeob  and  the  tomb  of  Joeeph,  returning 
to  the  city  once  more  throngk  the  ancient  grove  of  oUvee. 
I  know  of  no  sight  in  nature  so  veaereble  as  a  group  cf 
old  olive  trees.  From  age  to  age,  as  the  heart  of  the 
wood  decays,  new  wood  forms  in  ridges  on  the  old 
trunk,  leaving  deep,  dark  holes  for  the  liaards  to  hide 
in,  till  the  gnariy  old  stock  looks  like  a  braid  of  big 
cables.  Above  this  waves  its  few  branches  of  grey 
foUaga,  (much  like  that  of  our  nver-willow),  and  the 
black  berries  thickly  scattered  among  the  leaves,  give 
token  at  a  useftU  and  ftaitfbl  old  age.  Just  such  olive 
trees  as  this  fill  the  valley  east  of  Nabulus,  and  hide 
from  the  traveler  who  approaches  it,  everything  of  the 
town  but  the  white  tip  of  iu  minareU. 

We  re-entered  the  town,  following  the  brooks  which 
run  through  its  streets,  and  admiring  for  a  moment  the 
fine  portal  of  a  mosk  which  was  once  a  church  of  Sb 
John,  and  rested  again  in  the  schoobroom  of  our  half- 
Protestant  friend.  We  saw  in  the  appearances  at  Na- 


ilhaak  Their  have  asoapaatsaa^ho  deeply  dsplote the 
geosral  state  of  things;  and  spiritual  Ufo  has  made  evi* 
dent  pragreee  in  moot  of  the  parishes  sines  the  quicken¬ 
ing  of  their  ideas  by  the  Constitution,  and  the  new  stimu¬ 
lus  to  hope  and  effort  in  the  easting  down  of  the  old 
bsrfisrs  to  their  axtonaion.  The  iniaaionary  spirit  is 
growing  xmst  eneauragingly  ansaag  them. 

Owisf  to  iO-health,  I  oould  avail  myself  ^only  one 
aeaasion  to  address  them  of  a  Souday  from  the  pulpit, 
nis  won  the  day  befisre  laaviag,  probably  never  to 
vhtit  them  again.  My  intoiaaurae  with  theif  pastors 
had  heen  evaeedingly  agreeabis,  nad  I  was  loth  to  say 
anything  that  should  oaniict  with  the  general  sentiment 
and  foeling  of  the  ehureh.  But  the  interest  of  the  church 
universal,  bore  down  all  eonoera  for  local  prejudiess  the 
moment  I  was  fairly  launched  upon  my  subject,  and  I 
took  all  the  liberty  I  should  have  anywhere  else,  in  de- 
fbnding  and  vindicating  the  tree  positieB  of  the  Church 
of  Christ,  as  independent  of  the  State  and  separate  Aem 
thewnrid.  She  asuet  lot  go  of  dm  State  to  toon  wholly 
^ao  her  Lord ;  ehe  asnat  diaengage  hotsolf  from  tiie 
world,  lobe  able  to  follow  him.  In  this,  I  argued,  lay

shall  nominate  Tempwanee  men,  lab  4heU  oemAi- 
geney  also  be  provUUd  for.  No  nmide  stinos- 
tions  are  needed  from  us,  as  to  tne  manner  in 
which  this  shoald  be  done.  Loud  eirenmatancee, 
of  which  we  can  have  no  knorriedga,  will  deeido 
qaestions  of  mere  i>oItq| ;  all  that  w«  have  a  right 
to  insist  upon,  is,  that  Temperance  men,  nndpr  oS 
circamstanees,  be  triM  to  prineifU.  uii  giuone 
ballot  that  shall praetically  endoiee  the  dmAw  liis 
immorality  of  the  traiSefc  in  liqnmr. 

We  would  reeommend  frement  wtttiigi  of  the 
friends  of  Temperan^  neighborhood  mesibifs  for 
eoDsaltation  and  diacosmoa,  Ae  eire^tnn  of 
Tracts  and  other  pablications,  and  a  thorengh  or¬ 
ganization,  in  sneh  form  as  shali  asenro  dmiltto 
eo-operatioa  in  every  movement  neeeesny 
advanceaseat  of  the  eanse.  Let  there  be  aoji^ 
oasies  or  feads  among  the  friends  of  Tempertme#-> 
no  collisions  between  the  dilfrrent  orgMimtionB; 
for  however  diverse  they  are  in  name,  they  aso  m- 
sentially  one  in  spirit  in  narpose.  He  is  an 
enemy  to  our  cao^  who  woala  fom»t  tosensiena 
among  as. 

We  also  reeommend  the  appointment  of  a  Gen- 
tral  Committee  in  every  Cevnty  in  the  Stale,  with 
a  Corresponding  Seerelary,  whoso  doty  it  shall  be, 
to  pot  himself  in  commanieatioa  with  Ae  Corree- 
ponding  Secretory  of  the  State  Society,  rnnking 
and  receiving  each  saggeetions  ns  nuiy  be  advanta- 
geons  to  the  eanse,  and  extending  tlM  kaowWge 
m  such  facts  aad  iaeideats  as  may  iUaetmto  Its 
progress. 

la  conclusion,  we  add  only  oar  deep  conviction 
that  the  measorcs  we  recommend  are  iadispenmbie 
to  the  final  triamph  of  the  eanse  which  wo  hovo 
been  bboring  so  many  years  to  advance.

lettest  down.  The  traffiek  is  incqrably  irregular. 
Under  this  false  principle  of  regnlstion,drankenae« 
has  become  the  overshadowing  crime  of  the  land, 
the  parent  of  other  crimes  manifold,  nnd  of  mise¬ 
ries  that  defy  all  portraiture.  AU  who  love  Gk>d, 
or  Aeir  feUow-men,  or  their  country,  Aonld  repo- 
diate  it,  as  alike  false  and  murderous.  In  behalf  of 
an  oppressed  and  stricken  people,  let  as  demand  a 
change  of  policy — the  snbstitntion  of  a  better  prm- 
eiple.  Let  oar  legislation  no  longer  aim  at  thw  re¬ 
gulation,  bat  the  utter  prohtbttton  of  amischievoos 
and  mnrderoat  traffiek. 

We  need,  for  this  State,  a  prohibitory  law  mod¬ 
eled  opon  that  of  Mame.  To  this  end  are  the  ener¬ 
gies  of  oar  Society  directed.  To  oontribnte  at  least 
in  n  smaU  degree  to  this  result,  is  Ae  object  of  the 
present  address. 

Bat  this  result  is  not  to  be  attained  withont  la¬ 
bor,  self-denial,  and  self-sacrifice.  Organization, 
naity  of  action,  and  Ae  sabordinatioa  at  aU  infe¬ 
rior  issaec  to  onr  great  object,  ara  indispensable  to 
to  sacoesa.  We  bdieve  that  we  otter  bat  the  sen¬ 
timent  of  a  large  majority  of  the  citizens  of  this 
State,  when  we  say  that  morality,  sound  policy, 
the  intercets  aad  safety  of  the  people,  alt  demand  the 
0  jtlawry  of  the  liquor-trafiSck.  But  wiAout  con¬ 
cert  of  action,  the  public  sentimeat  can  find  no 
embodiment  in  law.  The  friends  of  prohibitory 
legislation  must  themselves  seeare  the  good  that 
they  desire.  The  representativec  of  the  Liqnor  In¬ 
terest  wUl  not  frame  laws  for  the  destruction  of  that 
interest.  Satan  does  not  thus  cast  out  Satan. 

Onr  first  duty  is,  therefore,  to  secure  a  Maine- 
Law  Legislatnre.  We  have  no  wish  to  interfere 
with  the  arrangements  of  existing  parties,  or  to  in¬ 
stitute  a  new  one ;  but  as  morality  must  always 
take  the  precedence  of  mere  policy,  no  ordinary 
political  or  financial  issue  shoald  be  permitted  to 
over-ride  the  question  of  Temperance.  Let  the 
Whig  be  a  Whig  still — let  the  Democrat  bea  Dem¬ 
ocrat  stiU,  in  their  party  preferences  and  poUtical 
action ;  bat  let  neither  forget  the  saperior  claims  of 
Temperance.  Nay,  let  them  gire  their  respective, 
parties  to  anderstond,  clearly  and  distinctly,  that  I 
they  will  not  do  so,  that  however  desiroos  they 
may  be  to  sustain  party  nominations,  they  can 
never  consent  to  do  it  at  the  expense  of  a  great 
moral  principle.  Such  a  position,  calmly  taken  and 
firmly  maintained,  will  secure  the  nomination  by 
all  parties,  of  Temperance  men,  and  of  conse¬ 
quence,  the  election  of  a  Legislature  ready  to  eoa- 
cede  the  protection  which  we  demand. 

It  is  objected  that  Temperance  should  not  be 
brought  into  polities.  We  answer ;  the  opponents 
of  Temperance  have  not  left  that  an  open  question.

We  wan  waked  at  Nabulus,  at  the  time  of  Ae  night 
when  one  may  begin  to  dietingnieh  n  white  Arend  from 
I  n  block  one,  by  the  voice  of  Ae  nuczxin  in  n  neighbor¬ 
ing  minnnL  It  was  n  beautiful  SabbaA  mornbg,  and 
the  pnrndiee  A  which  Ae  dty  etnnds  looked  even  love¬ 
lier  then  by  Ae  soft  ligbt  of  As  previous  evening.  Onr 
host  nnd  his  fkmfly  went,  nt  nn  enriy  hour,  to  Ae  eor- 
viee  in  Ae  Greek  OnAolie  ehureh.  When  they  had 
Ntarnad,  aa  then  was  little  in  tbs  eity  about  us  to  pro- 
oMta  adifieation,  wa  put  a  BAlo  under  the  arm,  nnd 
ariA  Abn-kheir  and  taro  bright  boys  of  the  school  to 
aeoompnny  us,  started  for  Ae  top  of  Geriaim.  Tkey 
led  us  first  through  Ae  narrow  streets,  which  ara  kept 
clean  and  cool  by  swift  atraams  of  bright  water  cooreing 
through  Aem.  They  Aen  directed  ue,  without  our  ask¬ 
ing  it,  into  n  walled  garden  arithin  Ae  eity,  ftiU  of  trees 
at  every  manner  of  fruit,  fragrant  wiA  orange  nnd  np- 
rieol  blonoma,  nnd  dim  wiA  the  Aiek  shade.  The 
ground  amo  tootol,  aad  the  kmhego  rank  nad  gioon 
Ann  AepsafinaimiEntianfran-thasprinxi  of  OeriaisL 
A  boUdli^  of  aapmoadtof  took,  but  gnat  amntity 
UMng  Ao  Mokemmodeni,  otondo  ken,  nnd  we  wen 
petmiUed,  by  taking  off  onr  boots,  to  walk  in  oar  stock¬ 
ings  over  Ae  damp  stone  door — no  gnat  privilege,  for 
then  is  nothing  to  be  seen  in  it,  except  Ae  niche  in  Ae 
side  toward  Mecca,  which  guides  the  pnyen  of  Ae 
fhithfol.  Tradition  saye  Aat  Aia  to  the  boon  in  which 
Jaeob  oat  whaa  Aa  bloody  garment  of  Joseph  was 
braught  to  him.  b  to  a  vary  agraaahle  {dace  to  be  snre, 
and  most  be  edifying  to  Moelem  pilgrims.  Bat  seme 
Turkish  or  Ambie  Robiaeon  may  one  day  greatly  dis- 
tuA  tha  foiA  of  theae  devout  people,  by  Aowing  Aat 
Jaeob  lived  at  A*  time  in  Hebron,  (Gen.  ST;  14). 

Mount  GerUim  riaes  abruptly  to  Ae  bight  of  800  feet 
abuT*  city  of  Nabulus.  We  ascended  part  of  Aa 
way  by  an  ancient  road  cut  wiA  can  throagh  Ae  rock, 
nnd  in  many  places  formed  into  steps  Ant  have  been 
worn  down  by  age  and  noe,  or  bnried  under  Ae  iMri* 
of  the  aieantnin.

The  Southern  EapHiA  hoe,  in  a  late  nnoAor,  aa 
elaborate  article,  ntteriag  a  plea  for  proCraetod 
meetingi,  and  vindicating  them  against  Ae  eayila 
of  opposers.

again,  contemptupusly  reject  onr  prayer.  Such 
policy  is  suicidal,  for  it  leaves  ns  neither  moral 
nor  political  infioenee  for  the  accomplishment  of 
good. 

We  should  not  forget  that  law,  when  founded  up¬ 
on,  and  in  harmony  wiA^  moral  principle,  is  one 
of  the  most  comprehensive  and  effective  of  the 
moral  forces.  It  educate  the  people,  not  only  into 
right  deeds,  but  also  into  right  thoughts,  right  eon- 
victions,  and  right  principles.  It  must  be  obvieus 
to  every  one  who  has  measured  the  strength  of  eor 
common  enemy,  that  we  need,  if  we  would  com¬ 
pass  his  overthrow,  the  most  powerful  weapons 
that  we  can  wield  against  him.  We  may  be  tpid 
that  truth  is  that  weapon.  Conceded — but  it  is 
truth,  not  uttered  from  the  pulpit  and  the  lecture- 
room  merely—not  impressed  upon  our  philosophies
